for Ifie Plaintiffs who are Highly 

Elated Over Uie'Outcome

A victory for the owners of property 
abuttlngf on the 50 small lakes In Lake 
countywho have been contending for 
title to the Bubmergcd lands within 
their property lines was reported won 
in the Supreme Court Saturday. 

The state tribunal reversed a de- 
cision of the circuit court which sus- 
tained a demurer to the action intended 
to prove title, but telegraphic dis- 
patches did not state whether in re- 
manding the case to Lake county it in- 
dicated its position on the issue raised. 
. The case was that of William Wilton 
vs. Rudolph Van Ilassen and was made 
a test case by Wilton, Frank T. Fowler 
and other owners of property on Fourth 
Lake. A charge of trespass, was 
brought against Van Hassen because he 
Towed a boat over the submerged lands 
claimed by WiUon. In a justice court 
■the defendant won and Wilton took the 
case to the circuit court. 

In circuit court Wilton lost and he 
then re-started the case in the circuit 
court, lost again and then appealed to 
the supreme court. ^ 

According to land owners atfout the 
lakes of the county, it is the most im- 
■ porta nt-dec is ion affecting Lake county 
rendered in a long time. One mon says 
it will affect a million dollars' worth of 
property in Lake county alone. 

It is said that all lakes but two, Fox 
and Grass, in Lake county, will be 
afTected by the decision. In other 
words, all lands about all lakes but 
these two,, was sold under the Riparian 
rights act and the decision of the high 
court means that the court holds that 
owners of such submerged land have 
absolute ownership to the water over 
the submerged lands which their titles 
show they own. 

For example, it is said that, by the 
decision, Frank T, Fowler, who owns 
700 acres of land on Fourth Lake, will 
have absolute ownership of some 80 
acres of water on one side of the lake 
abutting his farm. He and others, will 
be able to say, who can row on that 
. water, who can fish there, who can 
bathe, etc. 

In view of the many hotels built on 
the various lakes of the county, it is 
important to speculate as to what the 
effect will be. 

In looking at the matter from a close 
standpoint, it is seen that it is possible 
for patrons of many hotels to be ar- 
rested for trespassing on other person's 
property in case they happen to row 
onto water which covers submerged 
land owned by somebody other than the 
hotel man th*y are paying board to. 
A hotel man may own an acre into the 
' lake but*the fellow next door has ab- 
solute ownership and control of the 
water on his (the -neighbor's) water 
land. 

It is said that the Knickerbocker Ice 
Co., which owns many ice houses on 
the various lal<es of the county, antici-. 
pating the decision of the high court, 
took many options on land surrounding 
the lakes near their property in order 
to get ownership if necessary to the 
water from which they will have to cut 
ice. They did this in order to forestall 
any possible step to prevent them cut- 
ting ice from a stretch of water which 
some other person may own and thus 
face a charge of trespass similm* to 
that in which Van Hasaen was folind 
guilty* 

Mr. Fowler was much elated when he 

heard of the decision. . He stated that 

the price pf his big farm at Fourth 

Lake had risen $25,000 since he heard 

' the decision. He said the decision was 

one of the important that could be given 

in the matter of title to Lake county 

■ property near the lakes and he felt peo- 

. pie generally would not grasp the real'

In the second place, the father stum- 
bled upon letters of Kranz to the girl in 
which he seems to have admitted that 
he had a wife living and that he was at 
that time merely trying to get'a divorce 
from her. ' -• - 

Driving to Waukegan Mr. Flood 
placed the' matter in the hands of Con- 
stable Clarence Hicks, as able an ofiicer 
as ever wore shoe leather,formc'r assist- 
ant chief of police of Waukegan, and a 
splendid type of oflicer in every respect. 

The conbtable at once took the trail 
and it is due to his efforts that Kranz is 
seemingly at this time brought to jus- 
tice for his alleged misdeeds. 

The first thing for the Waukegan ofii- 
cer to do was to find Kronz's former 
wife. 

A tip came from some source, prob- 
ably from one of the girl's letters 
which she wrote continually from the 
Texas point, it is said, that the woman 
lived in Milwaukee.

Hicks interviewed the wife. She pro- 
duced her marriage papers and asserted 
that she had never been divorced from 
Krdnz, although she said he had tried 
to get a divorce in Texas. 

She straightened up fiercely when 
Constable Hichs told her that her hus- 
band had apparently been living with 
another woman as his wife and assert- 
ed strongly. that she would aid in pros- 
ecuting him to the limit She is relied 
upon as tt valuable witness. 

The first Mrs. Kranz is described as a 
strikingly handsome little woman of 
very attractive personality. 

The constable then took the trail 
after Kranz. 

First he found that the operator had 
lost his job in Texas and was in Chi- 
cago with his supposed bride. 

Going to the Chicago address he 
found that he was too late and that 
Kranz had left the city, leaving his 
supposed wife there.

NEW BRIDGE 

NEAR WOODWORTH 

COLLAPSES 

The floor of the new concrete bridge, 
known as the "Deviln bridge" in the 
txjwn of Bristol just south of the village 
of Woodworth collapsed on Wednesday 
afternoon of last week and as a result 
the road is impassable at this point and 
the Town Board and the county will 
have to make some arrangements for 
the rebuilding of this portion of the 
bridge before the road will be open for 
the use of teams and vehicles. The 
floor collapsed without any warning and 
a large portion of it fell into the little 
creek beneath. Fortunately no one 
was on the bridge at the time of the 
collapse of the floor and within a short 
time the attention of the Town Board 
was called to. the condition of the 
bridge and the road was closed up. 

The contract for the bridge was let 
less than a year ago and it was com- 
pleted just before the coming of the 
cold winter weather. It was made en- 
tirely of concrete and the cost of it was 
$3,500, one-half of which amount was 
paid from the county funds. The last 
check for the payment of the Milwau- 
kee contractors in charge of the work 
was mailed to them on Tuesday and it 
was paid by the bank on Wednesday. 
The Town of Bristol had also completed 
its share of the payments during the 
early part of the week. 

Chairman Frank Shuart declares' that 
the loss from the collapse of the floor 
of the bridge would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $500 and as the bridge has been 
accepted it is probable that the cost 
will have to be paid by the town and by 
the county at large.

SELF-FEEDERS SAVE HAY 

AND CONSIDERABLE LABOR 

According to Tests Made at Colorado Experiment Station 

Fully 20 Per Cent, of Feed Is Wasted t>y 

Old Method of Feeding. 




roughage to sheep or cattle are not 
only the means of ' saving consIderabTo 
labor, hut, according to tests made at: 
tho Colorado experlmont stntlon, are 
tho means of saving a groat deal of 
hay. One lot of lambs ut this station 
were fed whole hay In a Bcif-fecder 
rack and another lot whole hay In 
racks on tho, ground, such as aro in 
common use' In. many, sections of the 
country. The average gain of these 
two lota was practically the* same, 
tho lot feeding from the sclC-fecdor 
averaging only one, pound heavier 
than the others, says tho American 
Agriculturist. Also, tho grain con- 
sumed varied but little, being only 
nino pounds more for a 100-x)oimd 
gain In the first lot than In tho sec- 
oud. The great saving came in the 
cost of roughage. 

Tho lot eating from tho self-feeder 
consumed COl pounds of hay for each 



Self-feeder- racks for supplying tlcally 20 ]>cr cent in fuyor of tho 

seir-feedhr racks. It makes a dltfcr- 
enco of 42 cents In tho cost securing 
each 100 pounds of grain. These re- 
sults were secured on Mffllfa valued 
at ?G per ton. With a higher price 
the dlfforonco would ho corresponding- 
ly greater. 

These self-feeding racks cost $1 per 
running foot completed. They had tho 
ordinary capacity of four lambs per 
nmnlng foot, two on each side, not bo 
much Bpaco being required at a self- 
feeder as at ah ordinary rack, since 
all tho lambs will not eat at one tlmo. 
As already stated, tho saving in this 
ono experiment amounted to 42 cents 
per 100 pounds of gain. This is equal 
to about 14 cents on each lamb. Count- 
ing four lambs per running foot, this 
would make a saving on ono season's 
operations of 5G cents. In other words, 
tho rack would pay for Itself In two 
years. It Is thought that when a typo 
of self-feeder Is developed forhnndlinif

The Impression generally prevails 
that, although Russia Is moat gen- 
erously favored by nature, little prog- 
rosB la being made In agriculture, Thlf» 
la erroneous. 

As an- llluBtratlon of tho Interest 
that Is being manifested along these 
lines, and as Indicative of tho pro- 
gressive policy that has bepn adopted 
and is now being pursued, it may bo 
cited that tho Imperial Agricultural 
museum. In its endeavor to popular- 
izo tho study of agricultural subjects, 
has for the last few years' conducted 
gratis, at tho museum in SL Peters- 
burg, a series of systematic readings 
on agriculture for the bonflt of overy- 
Ine Interested. In addition to this 
course, popular lectures aro delivered 

ond special reading^ conducted for 
men in the lower ranks of tho army. 

In tho experimental department of 
tho museum the taking apart and 
putting together of various machinery 
is demonstrated by trained mechanics. 
Agricultural machinery in motion Is 
also demonstrated and the use of ag- 
ricultural implomonta is explained;, 
experiments are also mode with all 
classes of farm machinery, such as 
locomobiles, winnowers, sorters, and 
tho like. In i separate departments 
are demonstrated tho fertilization of 
tho fish spawn and the development 
of tho chicken in the Incubator. 

The attendance at these lectures 
has been uninterruptedly Increasing 
from year to year. For tho past four 
years the attendance has been: C,093, 
17,808, 32,442, 60,346; showing great 
Increase. 

The lectures are delivered In the 
evening from seven to nine and on Sun- 
day from two to three p. m. Tho prac- 
tical work and excursions are conduct- 
ed by prearrangemenU between tho 
lecturers and tho students, such as

trips to exhibitions and farm In tho 
suburbs, and even to stoukyurds and 
slaughter houses.

Sprlngfleld, March 1. — In a apeclal 
meBsage sent to Uio legialaturo today, 
the governor urges prompt action. in 
curing the defects In tho law cre- 
ating the slot game department. Tiie 
Xollowing Is tlie message : 
, An opinion of the Attorney General, 
rendered to tho Senate on Fob. 13, 
1911, points out certain defects In tho 
aat creating tho State Game Depart- 
ment and providing for Its mainte- 
nance. Under the provisions of tho 
present law, approved April 28,. 1903, 
In force July 1, 1903, and acts amen- 
datory thereto, tho funds available 
for tho support and matntenanco of 
tho 'State Game Department aro 
placed in the Stato treasury and, un- 
der section 25 of said act, aro there 
set apart as a special fund known as 
tho Stato Gamo Protection Fund. 
- Under the present law, all moneys 
used for tho payment of salaries of 
tho Stato Gamo Commissioner, tho 
game wardens and deputy gamo war- 
dens, are made payable by tho Stato 
Treasurer out of the Stato Game Pro- 
tection Fund upon warrants drawn by 
tho Auditor of Public Accounts, upon 
presentation to him of proper vouch- 
ers certified to by the Stato Game 
Commissioner and approved by tho 
Governor. This provision of the law 
is found defective by the Attorney 
Genera), In that it Is In contravention 
of certain conBtltutlonal provisions In 
relation to appropriation measures. 

The provisions of tho gamo law In 
relation to.oxponditures for tho main- 
tenance of the State Game Depart- 
ment are also found to be defective in 
that they violate constitutional pro- 
Tlsions governing the appropriation of 
money from the State treasury. 

The opinion Is based upon the deci- 
sion of tho Supremo Court of our 
Stato In the case of The People v, 
Joyce, 24G 111., 124, decided Oct; 12, 
1910. 

Tho importance of tlio conclusions 
reached by the Attorney General In 
his opinion and tho necessity of im- 
mediate action by your honorable 
body to rirovldo for tho continuance 
of the work of this Important depart- 
ment aro apparent. Ever since its 
creation, the funds of the Stato Gamo 
Department have been disbursed un- 
der tills act In tho manner now found 
defective by the opinion of tho Attor- 
ney General. For all these expendi- 
tures, vouchors certified to by tho 
Stato Game Commissioner and ap- 
proved by the Governor are on fllo in 
tho oince of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts; and as tho change necessary 
to comply with constitutional provi- 
sions will require nothing more than 
a change In the method of drawing 
upon tho Game Protection Fund In the 
State Treasury, there should be no. 
difUculty in securing the Immediate 
passage of the necessary legislation, 
with an emergency clause, so as to 
prevent any unnecessary embarrass- 
ment to tho ndmlnlBtratlbn of the 
work of tho State Game Department. 

Tho opinion of tho Attorney Gen-! 
eral deals exclusively with the Stato 
Game Dopartmcnt, but In his annual 
report for 1910, tho Attorney General 
Intimates that tho acts rotating 
to those departments, institutions, 
hoards and commissions which re- 
ceive fees or public moneys and do 
not transmit them to the State Treas- 
ury through the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, or from which oxpcndlturos 
are made for salaries or other pur- 
poses without being authorized bien- 
nially by appropriation acts of the 
General Assembly, are uuconstltU' 
tlonnl. 

I havo taken pains to investlgato 
tho statutes creating the various State 
departments, Institutions, boards and 
commlssionB, whoso provisions gov- 
erning tho disposition of the fees /ind 
funds set apart for their support do 
not. according to the views of tho 
Attorney General,' comply with tho 
constitutional requiroments relative to 
appropriations. They arc the follow- 

Food Commission, created April 21, 
1809. Food Commission Fund, deposit- 
ed In tho Stato Treasury and drawn 
out without appropriation/ 
^ Fish Commission, created May 13, 
1879. Fish Protection Fund, deposited 
In Stato Treasury and ^ drawn out 
without apjiroprlatlon. 

Board of Administration, created 
June in, 1909. Board of Administra- 
tion Fund, The actj' of 1910 purports 
to appropriate this fund to the Hoard 
of Administration to be expended ,In 
accordance with the provlaions of the 
act, but tho maximum amount ap- 
propriated Is not fixed, 

Hoard of Health, created May 27, 
1877. Tho Board has approprlntloua, 
but tho fees collected are not paid 
Into the Stato Treasury and are not 
appropriated. 

Board of Pharmacy, created May 30, 
ISBl. Fees collected are not paid Into 
tho Stato Treasury nnd tho hoard has 
no appropriation for any purpose, 

FIro Marshal's ofilce, created June 
15, I901i. The act creating the depart- 
raont provides* for; the application of 



fees, collected through the Insurance 
department, to tho maintenance of tho 
Fire Marshal's, offlce. Under the act 
payment of theso fees has been made 
to tho Insurance Superintendent, who 
ls-,prepared tp pay them Into tho 
State, treasury when appropriation 
measures aro passed to mako the law 
eflectlvo. 

Barbora Board, created June 20, 
1909. Fees collected are not paid Into 
tho State treasury and tho Board has 
no appropriation. 

' Grain 'inspection Departments at 
Chicago and East St Louis, created 
under act of , April, 25, 1871,. Collec- 
tions are not paid Into tho State treas- 
ury nndrieithep of the departments 
has nn iapprbprlatlon. 

Board of State Veterinarians, cre- 
ated under act of Juno 27; 1885. Col- 
lects license and other fees. They are 
not paid into tl^o State treasury and 
aro not appropriated. 

University, of Illinois, created Feb- 
ruary 28. 1867. TuIUons, fees and 
other receipts are not paid Into the 
treasury and aro not appropriated. 

Southern Illinois Normal University, 
created March 9, 1869. Tuitions, fees 
and other receipts are not paid Into 
the State treasury and are not appro- 
priated. 

Eastern Illinois Stato Normal 
School, created May 22, 1895. Tuitions, 
fees and other receipts aro not paid 
Into the state treasLVy and are not ap- 
propriated. 

Northern Illinois State .Normal 
School, created May 22, 1895. Tuitions, 
fees and other receipts are not paid 
Into tho State treasury and are not 
appropriated. 

"Western Illinois Stato Normal 
school, created April 24, 1899. Tuitions, 
fees and other receipts aro not paid 
Into the State treasury and are not 
appropriated. 

. Bureau of Labor, created May 29. 
1879. License fees collected under 
**An act relating to private employ- 
ment agencies, and to repeal parts of 
a certain act relating thereto," ap- 
proved Juno 15, 1909, aro not paid Into 
the State treasury and no appropria^ 
tlon of the fees is mode. / 

Board. of Agriculture, created April 
15. 1872. Collects premiums, gato re- 
ceipts and other moneys that are not 
paid Into the State treasury and arc 
not appropriated. 

Stallion Heglstratlon Commission, 
created June 10, 1909. Collects fees 
tliat arc not paid Into tho State treas- 
ury* and aro not appropriated. 

Board of Prison Industries, created 
May 11, 1903. Collects moneys under 
the provisions of "An act to regulate 
the employment of convicts and pris- 
oners In. the penal and, reformatory In- 
stitutions of the State of Illinois, and 
providing for the disposition of the 
products of their skill and Industry," 
In force July 1, 1903. The collections 
under this act aro not paid Into the 
treasury and aro not appropriated. 

Insurance Department, created Juno 
20. 1893. Examination fees collected 
aro not paid Into the State treasury, 
but are appropriated by tho 50th para- 
graph of the act to appropriate moneys 
to pay the general expenses of the 
State government. . No maximum 
amount Is fixed. 

Board of Ccrtined Accountants, cre- 
ated May IB. 1003. State University. 
Fees for examinations are collected 
but arc not paid into tho State treas- 
ury and are not appropriated. 

Secretary of State. Fees received 
for automobile and chnufTeur licenses, 
under act of June 10, 1909, are not 
paid Into the State treasury, but are 
aiiproprlatcd by the 50'^ paragraph of 
the act appropriating money to pay 
the general oxpenses of tho Stato gov- 
ernment. No maximum nmount Is 
fixed. 

Auditor of Public Accounts.' Fees 
collected as supcriatendent of bank- 
ing department undKr act of June IG, 
1887, and building aud lohn depart- 
ment, under act of July 1, 1899, are 
not paid Into the State treasury, but 
are appropriated by tho 18th para- 
graph of the. act appropriating money 
to pay tlie general expenses of tho 
Stato government. Tho maximum 
nmount la not flxod. 
■ Board of Examiners of Dental Sur- 
gery." created under act of May 15, 
1905. Fees and other collections are 
not paid into tho State treasury, and 
no appropriation Is made to the Board. 
State Board of Architects, created 
June 3, 1897. Fees and other "collec- 
tions arc not paid Into the State treas- 
ury and no appropriation is made to 
tlie Hoard. 

Illinois State Penitentiary (.Toilet), 
created February 19, 1857, Miscel- 
laneous collections of this institution 
are not paid into the State treasury 
and are not appropriated. ^ 

Southern Illinois Penitentiary (Ches- 
ter), created May 21. 1877. Miscel- 
laneous coUoctions of this Institution 
aro 'not paid Into the State treasury 
and are not appropriated. 

Stato Reformatory (Pontlao), cre- 
ated March 5, 18G7. Misccllanooua col- 
lections of this Institution aro not paid 
iiito the Stato treasury and are not 
appropriated. 

In view of thp fact that It would be 
impossible to discontinue the work of 
a department, institution, board or 
commission, to nwnlt tho decision of 
tho Supremo Court In each case or 
class of caBcs arising under tho slut- 
liteo enumerated above, ai^d of the pos- 
sible embarrassment that might arlso 
hereuftcr should qucBtlons ho raised 
as to the validity of the expenditures 
of the departments. InBUtutlons, 
boards and commissions cnumoratedi 
nnd which might require tho conven- 
ing of the Oonornl Assembly in ex- 
trttordlnafy session. 1 deem it wise at 
this time to submit for tho considera- 
tion of your Ilonorablo Body tho ques- 
tion of tho . amendment of said 
statutes. Their amendment will affect 
merely the method of keeping accounts 
by these departments, Institutions, 
boards or commissions, and not their 
administration.

.WaBhington.-^Members of both pop- 
tles In tho" house of ropresentatlvefl^ 
mado up their minds after the pro- 
longed filibuster on the omnlbuB 
claims bill that It would not bo wls6 
politically - for - either party to havo 
tho houBo charged up with delaying 
matters so that an extra sesalon would 
be necessary, even If reciprocity did 
not cauBo tho president to call It 
The result of this feeling has been 
that tho house has been pushing 
things through at a rapid gait under 
what amounts to a suspension of the 
ordinary rules of procedure. 

Tho scenes at a recent night session 
of the house wero duplicates virtually 
of scones which occurred when tho 
members, or somo of them, eat up all 
night during tho attempt of the Re- 
publican insurgents and most of tho 
Democrats to affect a chango In tho 
rules. Night sessions are hard on tho 
membersi especially tho older ones, 
but It is a curious thing to note that 
tho old men^ who suffer most, are tho 
ones who stick closest to their desks 
and tho light whilo, tho trouble lo on. 

Perhaps It Ib tho desire of tho older 
members to avoid a charge that age 
has weakened them that keeps them 
Bt tho post of duty through the long 
night B.esBlons while somo of the 
younger members are homo and In 
bed or; at best., Bleeping on tho 
lounges or in tho choirs of tho cloak- 
rooms. Two old Civil war veterans 
of tho house, ono a Hopubllcan and 
ono a Democrat — General Kclfer. and 
General iSherwood^always have' been 
on the night picket line when tho two 
parties In tho house were engaged In 
midnight warfare. 

General Kelfer'a ^Ckchlevement. 

A year ago when Speaker Cannon 
was delaying a ruling on a point of 
order which affected a change In the 
rules, parliamentary strategy made It 
neccosoi^ to keep the house In ses- 
fiion all night Member after mem-* 
bor rose to Bpcak In order that tho 
debate might continue so as to pre* 
Tent the forcing 6t the speaker's hand. 
It was one o'clock In tho morning and 
tho supply of ready and- willing speak- 
ers on the Republican sido seemed to 
havo been, pretty nearly exhausted. 
Then- up roso General Kclfor and for 
an hour and a half he addressed tho 
bouse, his volco being heard In every 
corner of the galleries. He spoke as 
though it wero ten o'clock in the 
morning and ho had risen refreshed 
from a long night's - slumber. On 
March 4 General Kelfer will leave tho 
house for private life. Once on a 
time he was speaker of the house of 
representatives and, as probably .every- 
body In the United States knows from 
his pictures, ho always appears In 
public In "full dress" evening attire. 
Seek Hulk of Warship. 

Tho navy department has ordered 
two vessels, charged with tho duty of 
Qndlng and destroying derelicts, to 
search for the hulk of the old French 
warship Richelieu which, water-logged 
and abandoned, has been reported to' 
bo In the track of trans-Atlantic llnera 
Bomowhoro between tho American' 
coast and Queonstown. 

If tho Richelieu Is found she will bo 
destroyed, In case she Is ^ot found 
near enough to some port to be towed 
In. Evjon If the latter proves to bo 
tliQ case. Immediate destruction may 
follow provided the boat Is found not 
to bo worth the saving. , . 

Derelicts are a danger to commerce. 
It Is believed that many. and many. a 
ship which never has been heard from 
has gone down as the resuU of a col- 
lision with some waif of itho sea. 
There arc some scores of derelicts 
known to be afloat and the search for" 
them by specially commissioned ves- 
sels of every government Is constant- 
ly in progress. A list Is kept of every 
derelict which Is reported and when 
one Is found and destroyed or towed 
Into port. It 1b checked from the rec- 
ord. Strlyo as hard as tho govern- 
ments of the world can, the derelict 
list remains about the same year In 
and year out "When one la found nnd 
destroyed another ono usually Is re- 
ported to take Its place, and If tho 
average of those afloat, can be kept 
about the Bnmo from year to year It 
seems to be about all that the naviga- 
tion Interests can expect. 

Tested Her Ham on' a Derelict. 

Somo years ago the ram Katahdln, 
which Is now out of commission, 
found ft . water-logged lumber ship 
abandoned at sea oft Capo Hattoras. 
At that time tho ram typo of ship was 
mpro or loss an experiment and tho 
captain of the Katahdln thought ho 
would put hlfl steol-polntcd, heavily re- 
inforced prow to tho test, and so ho 
ordered full speed ahead and the 
Katattidln rammed tho derelict amid- 
ships. .The shock of tho Impact 
throw -most of the crow of the war 
vessel to tho deck, but no. ono was 
hurt while the lumber ship was cut 
almost In two. The Katahdln backed 
out and In a few moments tho derelict 
filled and sank. Most of her lumber 
1oad« which was largely on deck, float- 



ed on the Borfaco of the sea, but the 
planks and tho logs: were .separated 
and none of them was of sufflclcnt 
bIzo or weight to be In ItaeU a menace 
to navigation. 

This is the season for the distribu- 
tion of freo vegotable and flower seeds 
by memberB of congress. Every. mem- 
ber Is given a certain number of seed 
packages for distribution among his 
constituents. There Is a belief gen- 
erally throughout the country that 
members of congress who represent 
crowded, city districts have.no use for, 
theso Beeds and this belief was, well 
based n .few years ago, but matters 
have changed completely. 

Qardeno In the Cities, 
Within the last threo or four years 
the social settlement workers In tho 
great cities have been Instructing tho 
tenement dwcUors In the\alue of mak- 
ing their littlo crowded homes as at-, 
tractive as possible. Health and 
morals are Improved by pleasant aur- 
roundlngs according to the view of 
tho Socialists. The result has been 
that In thousands of the tenements of 
New York City, Chicago and other big 
cities there aro Indoor gardens in win- 
ter and outdoor gardens In summer. 

It Is true that these gardens aro 
limited In size, but on hundreds of 
back porches and on the window 
ledges of the tenement districts of 
New York groon boxes appear In the 
Bprlng and summer season and each 
box contains growing geraniums, pan- 
sles and other flowers. Somo of tho 
tenement dwellers manage to raise 
vegetables on tho roofs and on the 
back porches. 

Each senator and represcntativo Is 
allowed a certain number of govern- 
ment publications free for distribution 
among his constituents. It happens 
that occasionally there is a great de- 
mand from one district for a certain 
publication, a demand which exhausts 
quickly tho supply of the member rep- 
resenting the district. Then, comes a 
Bcrlcs of exchangcB, the mombcr who 
wants publications exchanging garden 
Beeds for them with somo other-mem- 
ber who prefers seeds to the printed 
matter. This Bort of bartoring goes 
on constantly and by carrying It on 
judiciously, each member- Is able to 
moot tho. particular requirements of 
his district 

Famous Names at West Point. 
The next .class which enters the 
United States Military academy will 
bo the largest In the history of tho 
Institution, according to the war do- 
partmcnt reports. In June there will 
enter tho cadet camp as "pleboa," 
which Is the West Point name for 
freshmen, ono hundred and fifty young 
men, representing every state and ter- 
ritory In the, union. 

Among tho candidates is a boy nam- 
ed Robert E. Lee. There have been 
several Lees, 'all belonging .to the 
same family, In attendance at West 
Point since tho day of tho first Rob- 
ert E. Lee, who afterward became tho 
chief general of tho Confederate army. 
The boy who will enter tho govern- 
ment school In June Is, however, the 
first Robert E. Lee to, become a ca- 
det since the great soldier of that 
name reported at West Point eighty- 
six years ago. Robert E. Leo grad- 
ated at the head of his class. 
"Stonewall's Grandson a Cadet 
The grandson of Thomas J. ("Stone- 
wall") Jackson Is now a cadet at 
West Point His mother was a daugh- 
ter of tho Confederate commander. 
Tho boy's namo Is Thomas Jonathan 
Jackson Christian. Ho was appointed 
to the military academy by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt who In appointing him 
wrote a letter to the widow of "Stone- 
wall" Jackson saying that ho was 
proud of tho opportunity to appoint 
her grandson and the grandson of tho 
great Confederate soldier to a cadet- 
ship at the United States military 
academy. 

Elliott Woods Is tho superintend- 
ont of the capltol. To Mr. Woods 
falls tho duty of making such changes 
as are necessarj' In the groat nation- 
al legislative hoUs, He Is responsible 
for the lighting, tho ventilation, the 
hanging of pictures and for the com- 
fort and convenience of senators and 
members and In. fact for everything 
which pertains to tho groat structure 

on the hin. 

Just at present the suporlntendont 
Is Introducing uniform lightings fix- 
tures. In most of the rooms of sen- 
ators and representatives In the cap- 
ltol proper, tho ofllce buildings being 
disregarded, there wero Installed 
years ago brass fixtures for lighting 
purposes. They never have been sat- 
isfactory and they havo been regard- 
ed by persons with an artistic sense 
as boing extremely ugly. In some 
cases silver and crystal chandeliers al- 
ready havo been Installed. 

Beautiful Chandeliers In Capitol. 

It may seem to some people that 
sliver and crystal aro not as appealing 
as aro brass antiques, but there are 
already In the capltol some crystal 
chandeliers which aro nothing less 
than superb. For many years theso 
great lighting fixtures hung from tho 
ceilings of tho rooms In tho White 
House whero their beauty attracted 
tho attention of every visitor. For 
some reason or other all but one or 
two of them wero taken down and ac- 
tually stored away as virtually worth- 
less junk. 

The superintendent of tho capltol 
finally got hold of theso old chandel- 
iers and hung two .of them in tho 
committee, rooms of tho capltol. As a 
result these rooms are tho most attrac- 
tive in the entire structure. The chan- 
dollers simply ore exquisite in work- 
manship and moreover tho crystal re- 
flects many colored rays of light, not 
too daxzUng, but on the whole softly 
beautiful. It is the Intention to Install 
now fixtures in other parts of the 
cdpitol which In appearance will bo 
In keeping with those which a curious 
"twist of taste" was responsiblo for 
rejecting from the Whlto Ilouao.

Uncle Sam Now Read/to Punish Ex< 

President of Nicaragua If 

He's Caught. 

Washington.— The United States de- 
partment of, state has a secret reiwrt 
whicli places an entirely new light on 
the execution of Leroy Cannon and' 
Leonard Gross, who were shot upon 
tho orders' of former President Jose 
Santos Zelaya during the recent re- 
bellion In Nicaragua. 
. As a result of this report the de- 
posed President Zelaya, now at largo 
In Europe, If captured and brought 
back to NIgaragua.may be treated as 
a murderer, and a vigorous lesson 
given tlie warring Central American 
republics relative to the rights of 
American citizens. 

Tho general impression had been 
that Gross and Cannon were caught 
within tho lines of the enemy and wero 
treated as spies. In accordance with tho 
laws of war. This sentiment was 
heightened by misleading newspaper 
reports and by the' statement of one of 
the victims, that "it is the fortune of 
war." 

On the contrary. It appears that 
Gross and Cannon were captured while 
asleep, that they wero not spying, that

they had not attempted to blow up .a 
bridge with dynamite as originally re- 
ported, that they were shot upon tho 
direct order of Zoloya, that they wero 
given only a farcical trial, and that 
they were entitled to the ordinary 
treatment of combatants captured In 
war. 

Of the men who constituted tho 
court-martial, one Is dead and the oth- 
er has disappeared. Zelaya, tho man 
responsible,, whoso order resulted In 
the death of tho two adventurous Amer- 
icans, Is a marked man and may never 
return to Nicaragua, nor to any portion 
of the world where the United States 
has influence. 

"Court-martial and shoot at once," 
was tho first order given by Zelaya, 
and when the court hesitated he finally 
Bent the order "shoot them imme-, 
diately." This last telegram now la 
Bald to be In the hands of the govern- 
ment of tho United States. The, story 
Is a recital of one of tho most outra- 
geous exhibitions of hlgh-handcd pow- 
er over known, even In the semi-bar- 
barous Central American republic. 

This Is not the only evidence which 
tho state department has against tho 
deposed NIcaraguan tyrant. It Is told 
of him that he exercised the absolute 
power of a Nero. 

The present government of Nlc^ 
ragua has promised to mako .amends 
to tho relatives of Gross and Cannon 
In tho payment of money to their rela-i 
tlves. But tho American government 
will not regard the ends of Justice as 
having been carried out, so long as 
Zelaya Is at liberty. 



THE OLD CUMBERLAND ROAD 



It Ib Now Proposed to Reconstruct 

the Famous Pike, Nearly 800 

Miles In Length. 

Baltimore. Md. — The old Cumber- 
land road is attracting attention to It- 
self In the various states through 
which It passes and there is a grow- 
ing appreciation of Its historical vaUio. 
Somo of the states have undertaken 
more or less extensive repairs along 
tho ancient thoroughfare. Pennsyl- 
vania Is resurfacing her part of Jt and 
many of the counties In Ohio and In- 
diana are doing what thoy can to 
mend tho great highway, which In its 
day was by far the moat Important 
In this country. 

It has even been suggested that tlie 
federal, government might be persuad- 
ed to co-operate with the states In a 
scheme for the reconstruction of the 
famous plko all tho way from Cumber- 
land, Md., lo Us weBtem terminus at- 
St. Louis. Nearly 800 miles In length 
and following an almost perfectly 
straight course from Atlantic tidewa- 
ter to tho Mississippi river It would 
furnish a magnificent pathway for au- 
tomobllea. 

If this shall be accomplished tlio 
old road will again becomo a busy 
thoroughfare. Taverns will open 
their hospitable doors at frequent In- 
tervals along its length, as In the an- 
cient days, nnd the echoes of tho hills 
In the passes of tho Allegheny moun* 
tains will be^awakened by tho cheer- 
ful honking of motor horns — Just as 
In former times they responded to the 
merry tooting of tho coach guards' 
trumpets. It would become the fash- 
Ion for automobile parties to "do the 
plko," tho long straightaway stretches 
of which would afford most attractive 
opportunttloB for speeding, while a 
trip over It In a gaBolIno car might 
well bo dosraod worth taking for tho 
mcro sake of the extraordinarily plo 
tureaque and beavtiful scenery,;

Illinois stands in great need of better 
country roads. The department of 
agriculture made an elaborate estimate 
once on the cost'of bad roads to the far* 
mer. It was a showing which should 
have had a greater effect than it did on 
those to whom it was addressed. Con- 
siderable money and labor are spent 
yearly on Illinois roads, but as a rule 
they are spent unintelligently and to 
little purpose. The man who works out 
his road tax by scraping up to the 
crown of the road dirt which rains have 
washed into the ditches and which later 
rains will wash back again might about 
&5 well have kept at home. 

There is a state highway commis- 
sion, whose duty it is to inform itself 
as to highway construction and give in- 
formation to all who have authority 
over highways. It is believed that the 
commission has done good work, but 
the field is too extensive for three men 
to cover. There is need of some agency 
which shall be nearer the highway com- 
missioners, who look after the country 
roads, to guide them in their work and 
co-ordinate their efforts to the end that 
there may be a continuity of good 
roads throughout the state. Then the 
farmer would no longer be unable be- 
cause of bottomless roads to get his 
crops to the nearest railroad station at 
the time they were bringing the highest 
price. 

Now it is proposed to link together 
the state highway commission and the 
men who have to do immediately with 
roadmaking. A bill has been intro- 
duced which makes provision for a sup- 
erintendent of roads for every county. 
He is to have had at least three years' 
experience as a civil engineer. It 
would be a part of his duty to classify 
all the roads in his county, roads of the 
first class, which should receive special 
attention, being those connecting the 
principal points in his county. He 
would have to inspect all the roads, jgive 
advice about building them, and make 
report to the state highway commis- 
sion. 

With this force of capable superin- 
tendents there would be some approach 
to ByBtemftt:);F^d and united road build- 
ing in lUInolB, The millions now ex- 
pended annualy wouM \)9 fipent to' much 
better purpose, and it would I?9t be 
many years before there was a pro* 
ceptible improvement Let us have the 
superintendents of roads.

Decision Shows Carrlen to Bo Pros- 
perouB — Do Not Need Larger Rev* 
•nuo to Maintain Their Credit or 
Insure Against Adversity. 



WashlDston. — Tho interstate com- 
iqerce commission In a decision band- 
ed down Thursday rules against the 
railroads In botli the eastern and tbo 
western rate coses. 

The railroads arc prohibited from 
advancing flrst-class rates and thoy 
ore ordered to reduce second-class 
rates. 

The commission shows thnt at the 
moment when the railroads were ar- 
guing their Justification for a raise 
thoy wore eminently prosperous. The 
decisions wore by unanimous vote of 
the commission. 

The report, written by Commission- 
er Franklin K. Larie» Is an elaborate, 
optimlBtlo review of the American 
railway situation. 

Dcffpito what the railroad reports 
say of the considerable Increase In 
wages and the Increase In the cost of 
fuel, the Ijrat six months of the year 
1910, in which the now wage sched- 
ules were in effect, the report shows 
for the carriers the largest operating 
Inccrao they have ever enjoyed. 

The report opens with a considera- 
tion of the effect railroad rate regula- 
tion has had upon the revenues of the 
carriers, In which It is shown that, by 
reason of the law and Its enforcement, 
the railroads have been protected 
against each other. As n result the 
revenues of the carriers have in- 
creased under regulation and their 
dividends and their surplus havo also 
Increased as in no other period of 
their history, m the past ten years 
the railroads of the United States 
havo borrowed over four and one-half 
billion dollars, or twice the amount 
of the national debt at the close of the 
:ClvIl war. 

This la CTidonco of the faith the 
public has In these properties. The 
rate of dividends and the total amount 
has Increased more rapidly than the 
additional mileage built The west- 
ern roads have Increased their sur- 
plus over 100 per cent, in ten years. 
Comment Is made upon the fact 
that the railroads are now seeking to 
incviaso rates which wore voluntarily 
made by them under competitive con- 
ditions and which they admU could 
not be increased under such condi- 
tions. The carriers are seeking to 
gain the benefits of protective legis- 
lation and at the eamo time asking 
for a free hand and criticizing the 
law for the restraints which it casts 
upon them. It is found that tho car- 
riera do not need larger revenue for 
purposes of maintaining their credit 
OP Insuring them against temporary 
adversity. 

The report closes with these words: 
"Wo shall ask the carriers to with- 
draw tha proposed tariffs and, If such 
action Is not taken, the commission 
wHt further Huspend these rates and 
make an order directing tho malnto- 
nancQ or present rates for a period of 
two years." 



Washlngton.^Tho now Japan troaty. 
was ratified Friday by tho senato on 
tho understanding that Japan will liot 
Impose coolies on tho United States. 

Tho objection to tho convention has 
consistently been that It did not throw 
sufflclont safeguards around tho immi- 
gration of Japanese to the United 
States. Opposition was raado to It 
by tho people of California, and by 
their state loglslaturo and by tho peo- 
ple of the Pacific states generally. 

President Tnft personally pushed 
the ratification of the treaty by hia 
assurances to, tho govorhor of Cali- 
fornia that the question of Immigra- 
tion was effectively covered by the 
Japanese declaration, which appears 
above and whioh baa been declared 
tho treaty's efflclency and euf' 
ficloncy. 

The treaty was taken up for tho 
third time In tho senato and after two 
hours' discussion was ratified. 

The western senators, who had con- 
tinuously opposed the treaty, reluct- 
antly voted for It. It iB understood, 
while not surrendering any of their 
opinions that grave consequences 
might ensue from this peculiar docu- 
ment. 

The sole basis for tho belief that 
Immlgmtlon Is safeguarded Is tho fol- 
lowing personal statement for his gov- 
ernment of Baron Uchida. 

"In proceeding this day to the sig- 
nature of the treaty of commerce and 
navigation between Japan and tho 
United States, tho undersigned Japan- 
ese ambassador In Washington duly 
authorized by his eovorument. has 
the honor to declare that the Imperial 
Japanese government are fully pre- 
pared to maintain with equal effec- 
tiveness tho limitation and control 
which they havo for the past thrOo 
years exercised In regulation of the 
emigration of laborers to tho United 
States. 

(Signed) "Y. UCHIDA." 

This was deemed aufilclent certain- 
ty by tho president and tho state de- 
partment and tho president was ac- 
tive in his efforts to Impress the Cali- 
fornia legislature with his view of 
the treaty's efficiency and sufflclGncy. 
Although the text of the treaty baa 
been published tho Injunction of ce- 
crccy has not been removed and so 
far as tho senate Is considered It con- 
tinues as a confidential document.

Washington.— By on overwhelming 
vote the house of represejitativea Sat- 
urday night appropriated $3,000,000 to 
begin work on the fortincatlon of the 
Panama canal. Tho total cost of pro- 
tecting the big waterway will be about 
?12,000.000. 

There Is no doubt of tho result in 
the senate, where tho HenUmcnt Is said 
to bo two to one in favor of protecting 
the waterway with land batteries. 

The house disposed of the question 
after nearly five hours of debate. The 
real test came on an amendment pro- 
posed by Representative Tawnoy of 
Minnesota, chairman of tho committee 
on appropriations, providing that no 
part of tho $3,000,000 should bo used 
unUl tho president of tho United States 
bad attempted to negotiate treaUea 
with all of the leading maritime na- 
tions guaranteeing the neutrality and 
international protection of tho canaL 

Tho Tawney amendment then waa 
Toted down by 130 to 03. A moUon 
by Representative Kelfer of Ohio to 
strike out all provision for tho fortifi- 
cation of the canal waa lost by a vote 
of 135 to 51. 

Tho real interest In the debate 
seemed to center In the Tnwney 
amendment, and tho speeches made 
for and against It by Mr. Tawney and 
Mr. Sherley. Mr. Tawney, a stalwart 
Republican, looked to the Democrat- 
ic side for sympathy and applause 
and received both. Mr. Sherley, one 
of tho Democratic leadera of the 
house, was accorded an ovation by 
tho Republican memborfj. The de- 
fectlon of about twenty Republicans 
from tho general policy of fortifica- 
tion was offset by a Bimllnr defection 
on the Democratic side in favor of 
fortification. 

In passing the cundry civil bill car- 
rying approximately $llO,000,obo. and 
of which tho canal fortification pro- 
vision waa tho last feature to be con- 
sidered, tho house made a new record. 
Never before haa this biggest of all 
supply bills been put through In two 
days without any sort of "gag rule." 
It Is taken as another evidence that 
tlie house Is doing all it can to avoid 
an extra session.

Cars on 
tho trala ard sealed In Now Yorlc and 
tho seals aro not broken until they 
roncli Chicago, In spite of these pre- 
cautions when the train reached this 
city It was found that ono of the cars 
had been broken Into and a number ol 
packages : stolon. Tho , contents ol 
these packages aro not known, al- 
though tho local officials of the ex- 
press company declared that no money 
was stolon. 

In Bplto of the denials that money 
was stolon tho first report of tho rob- 
bery In Chicago was mado to the mon- 
ey order department of tlie general of. 
flees hero by telephone from the rail- 
road Btatlon. Dotectlvea in tho employ 
of tho company at onco were called In- 
to consultation and mado hurried ex- 
amlnatlon of tho car which had' been 
entered. 

"Wo have no Idea how tho robber 
or robbers worked," said H, B, Calkins, 
general agent of tho company In CIiI- 
(•ago, Monday. "Tho first wo know ol 
tho robbery was when the train 
reached hero, I cannot sny how much, 
was taken, but 'I do not think the 
packages stolen were of any partic- 
ular value.

Redskins Open Fire on Nevada Police 

•and Kill Oner-Eight Braves 

Are Slain. 

Reno, Nov.— In a battle GO miles 
west of Tuscarora Sunday eight Indi- 
ans and onep^ollccman were killed and 
Ibo other members of tho Indian band 
were captured.

The 
vlcllraa' horses had been taken and 
ponies which had been rlddon by tlie 
murderers were found shot near by, 
the outlaws apparently concluding 
tlieir own stock too weak to keep up 
with them In their flight.
